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over them, they emit a ftench haidly to be endured: All 
which, and much more may be fully feen m the French De~ 
feription of the Countries of Poland, made by Monpatr de 
Bcauplah , and by Mon four Iheven-ot, in his Relation of the 
Cofachy, contained t in the Firft part of his Curious Voyages. 

An Obfervation touching the Bodies' of Snakes and 
Vipers. 

Several have taken notice, that there is a difference be¬ 
tween the brooding of Snakes and Vipers, thofe laying their 
Eggs in Dung-hills, by whole warmth they are hatched , but 
thefe (Vipers,) brooding their Eggs within their Bellies, and 
bringing forth live Vipers. To which may be added, That 
(bme affirm to have fecn Snakes lye upon their Eggs,as Hens 
(It upon theirs. 

Some Obf:rvations of odde Conflitntions of Bodies. 

A very curious Perfon, ftudying Phyfick at Leyden , to 
whom had been imparted thofe Relations about a Milky Sub- 
ftarice in Veins, heretofore alledged in Numb. 6. returns, by 
way of gratitude, the following Obfcrvations. 

There was (faith he) not many Years fince, in this Goun- 
try a Student, who being much addi&ed to the ftudy of A- 
fironomy , and fpending very many Nights in Star-gazing, 
ha,d,by the Nodurnal wet and cold temper of the Air, in 
fuch a mannerobftrudted theporesof his skjn, that little or 
nothing exhaled from his Body 5 which appeared hence, be- 
caufe that the (hirr, he had worn five or fix weeks, was then 
as white as if he had worn it but one day. In the mean 
while he gathered a fubcutaneous Water, of which yet he 
was afterwards well cured. 

We have alio (faith the fame} feen here a young Maid, of 
about thirteen Years of age, which from the time that (he 
was but fix Years old, and began to be about her Mother in 
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the Kitchin, would, as often as (he was bid to bring her Salt, 
or could elfe come at it, fill her Pockets therewith, and cat 
it, as other children doe Sugar: whence (he was fo dried up, 
and grown fo ftifF, that (he could not ftirjte her limbs, and 
Was thereby ftarved to death. 

That Learned and Obferving Dofror John Beal , upon the 
perulal of rheTorementioned 6. was pleafed to com* 
nmnicate this Note 

To your Obfervation,of Milk in Veines, I can add a Phe¬ 
nomenon of Come refemblance to it, which l received above 
2 o» years agoe from Thomas Day t an Apothecary in Cam •» 
bridg ; vtd. That hitnfclt let a man bloud in the arme, by 
order of Doctor Ea4', a Phyfitian there. The mans bloud 
was white as Mi/k, as it run out of his arme, it had a little di¬ 
lute rednefs,but immediately, as it fell into the Veil'd, it was 
prefently white ; and it continued like drops of Milk on the 
pavement, where ever it fell. The conje&ure which the 
(aid Phyfitian had of thecaufe of this appearance, was, that 
the Patient had much fed on Fifh ; affirming withall,that he 
had foon been 3 Leper, if not prevented by Phyfick* 

A rv ay of preferring Ice and Snow by Chafe. 

The Ingenious Mr. William Ball did communicate the re¬ 
lation hereof, as h ‘ had received it from his Brother, now re¬ 
dding at Li v or re 9 as follows 5 

The Snow, or Tce-houfes arc here commonly built on the 
fide of a deep bill, being only a deep hole in the ground, by 
which meanes, they ea'iiy make a palTageout from the bot¬ 
tom ofit, to carry aw^y all the water, which, ifitfhould re¬ 
main ftagnating therein, would melt the Ice and Snow : but 
they thatch it wich draw, in thefhape of a Saucepan-cover 9 
that the rain may not comeat it.The fides(fuppofing it dry} 
they line not with any thing, as is done in St Jeames' s Park, 
by reafbn ofthemoiflnefs of the ground. This Pit they fill 
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
